Washington, Nov. 6.—A general ad- 


vance all along the line against the Fil- 
ipinos within the next 48 hours is prom- 
ised in a dispatch from General Otis to 
the war department. General Otis now 
has over 40000 troops, a larger effective 
army than he has ever had before, his 
generals, in tbs field have larger liberty 
and the war department officials are 
more hopeful than ever. 
Reinforce- 


ments will be arriving steadily, and the 
army will grow, until it numbers 70,- 
000 men before the end of next month, 
when, the administration officials say, 
the end of the rebellion may come. 


The rainy season is practically over, 


General Otis reports, and the prelim- 
inary movements of our troops, partic- 
ularly the cavalry, have been quite suc- 
cessful. 
General Otis hopes to vin- 


dicate his retention in command by un- 
precedented success on the part of his 
subordinates. 


The re-enforcements of the navy, or- 


dered by the president at the request of 
Admiral Dewey, are all said to be due 
at Manila in from one to six weeks, and 
It is stated that, by the middle of De- 
cember, all the ports of Luzon will be 
under the guns of the navy, blockaded 
and controlled so thafe Aguinaldo will 
have no communication with the world, 


A dispatch from Manila states that 


a fleet of transports and gunboats left 
Manila last evening for the most im- 
portant expedition of the autumn. 
Its 


destination is supposed to be Dagupan 
or some other northern port. 


General Wheaton commands, with a 


brigade consisting of the Thirteenth in- 
fantry, the Thirty-third infantry, two 
guns of the Sixth artillery and two 
Catlings. 
The transports Sheridan, 


Francisco De Reyes and Aztec carry the 
troops, with the gunboat Helena as es- 
cort. 


A dispatch boat was sent ahead to ar- 


range a rendezvous with the United 
States cruiser Charleston and the other 
warships that are patrolling the north 
coast of Luzon. 
The landing will be 


made under cover of the guns of the 
fleet. It is assumed here that the pur- 
pose of the expedition is to move down 
the Dagupan-Manila railroad toward 
Tarlac, or to prevent Aguinaldo's forces 
making another base farther north. 


Dagupan and Apparri are the strong- 


holds of the insurgents in the north, and 
it is supposed the points where most 
of the filibustering parties land. 


Sir.Rp the beginning of hostilities, it 


has been the unanimous opinion of mil- 
itary experts that Dagupan should be 
made a base of operations, but sufficient 
troops have heretofore been lacking. 
With Generals Wheaton, MacArtbur and 
Lawton moving upon Tarlac from three 
directions, and the mountains hemming 
in the other side, the insurgent capital 
will soon bc-come untenable. 
: 


Aguinaldo may attempt to shift his 


headquarters to the rich tobacco country 
at the northern end of the island. Pos- 
sibly he may slide around General Law- 
ton's front to the southern provinces, 
but, 
as MacArthuv and Lawton's troops 


are spread across the country from An- 
geles to Cabanatuan, it will be difficult 
for the insurgents to escape. 


Should the concerted operations suc- 


ceed, organised insurrection on a large 
scale should be at an end early next 
fcpring, although guerilla warfare is 
likely to continue for a long aime. No 
one anticipates that the insurgents will 
make many hard battles. 


The problem is to move the troops 


about the country, to maintain transpor- 
tation and to hold the territory gained. 
The general effect of the arrival of a 
large American army is calculated upon 
to sap Agumaldo's strength by de- 
sertions and through the loss of hop* 
among the supporters of the revolution- 
ary movement.

tonflon, Nov. 6.—The Belgian newspa- 


pers publish telegrams from Amsterdam 
and Berlin reporting the capture of 
Lady-smith. 


A Lisbon report of Ladysmlth's fall 


and White's surrender is believed to be 
based on the official message from Por- 
tugal's officiscs in South Africa. Por- 
tugal's territory abuts the storm centre, 
and her officials have every chance to 
know what is going on. 


As to the Brussel's cable. It will be re- 


membered that that city has had the 
news from the Transvaal many hours 
ahead of London since the war began. 


According to the best advices avail- 


able, all Natal 'is at the mercy of the 
Boers. 
The fall of Coletiso and the al- 


most certain capture of Ladysmith, with 
all the forces under General White, 
places the Boers'in an almost impregna- 
ble position. 
There is nothing to pre- 


vent the Boers from marching on Pie- 
termartizbursr arid Durban, 'and over- 
running all Natal. 
On the western 


border large bodies of Boers have begun 
the invasion of Cape Colony. 


The Boers have proclaimed the Upper 


Tugela division of Natal annexed to 
the Orange Free State. 


The phenomenal success of the Boers 


BO far has struck terror into the whole 
nation. 
One disaster to British arms 


has followed another in such quick suc- 
cession as to almost stun public feel- 
ing. 


The loss of Colenso is considered a 


fearful blow to the British plan of cam- 
paign. 
Then, too, it is taken lor 


granted that Colenso was not abandoned 
until Ladysmith had been captured by 
the Boers. 
This meant the capture of 


all of General White's forces. 


The Boers have now gained such a 


commanding position that they can over- 
run all Natal, and it will be a long time 
until General Buller ha» forces enough 
to cope with them. 


It is considered doubtful In many 


quarters if his whole army corps, when 
he gets it, will be able to undo a fraction 
of the work done by the Boers during the 
past two weeks. 


The Boers have annexed all northern 


Natal already, and they are rushing 
large bodies of troops on the western 
border to overrun Cape CpJony. The cap- 
ture of Colesburg is considered ominous. 
The British officials expected to make 
Colesberg their most important base 
of operation against the Orange Free 
State, and the announcement that it has 
fallen into the enemy's hands is most dis- 
couraging.

The grand stand is only about 
a mile from Mafeking, and, if Cronje's 
account is to be believed, the Boers must 
be victors. 


It appears that the Boers have de- 


stroyed the railway as far down as 
Knapdaar, 18 miles south of Bethulie. 


The Daily Mail publishes the follow- 


ing, from Burgersdorp, dated Nov. 2: 
The large British camp at Stormberg 
Junction has been broken up today by 
the order of General Buller. 
Every- 


thing, including guns, stores, tents and 
the usual paraphernalia of a camp, is 
being removed to Queenstown, about 50 
miles southeast of Stormburg. 


An Orange Free State force, about 


3500 strong, with several guns, which lor 
some time was concentrated just across 
the Orange river, has crossed the bridge- 
at Bethulie, destroying portions of the 
railway on its march. This is obviously 
with the intention of checking the com 
ing advance of our army corps. 


The enemy now appears to be waiting 


information before making a further 
move to the south. The impression hen- 
is that the removal of the Stormberg 
camp may result in a larger number oi 
the colonial Boers joining the enemy. 
The English section is utterly upset ai 
the "withdrawal of the British troop- 
and the serious news from Natal." 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily News says he understands that in 
addition to Stormberg, Rosmead Junc- 
tion and Naauwpoort are to be evac- 
uated. 


News that Colenso has been evacuated 


is another bitter pill for the British pub- 
lic, and is arousing fears that the con- 
tinental statements of a second serious 
defeat of General White may prove-true. 
A significant fact is that the war office 
does not say when Colenso was evacu- 
ated, so the statement which emanated 
Thursday frjmTCr. Leyds, the diplomatic 
representative of the Transvaal who is 
located at Brussels, that the Boers had 
occupied Coleneo was possibly true. 
There is much apprehension that the war 
office is suppressing bad news. 


A special dispatch from Cape Town, 


dated Nov. 2, &ays the Boers occupied 
Colesburg, Cape Colony, on Wednesday, 
meeting with no resistance from the lo- 
cal police, who yielded to superior foi-ce.

It was 
demonstrated in the battla of Omdur- 
man, which destroyed the army of 
Khalifa Abdullah, that large numbers 
of Dervishers were killed by suffocation, 
while hundreds of vultures and eaglea 
fell upon the battlefield from the game 
cause. 


The Paris Temps corroborates the 


statement of The Eclair that the Boers 
have decided to employ privateers, and 
says: There is an immense fleet of 
transports now at sea carrying troops. 
The Transvaal government cannot seri- 
ously threaten these; but there is no 
doubt that it has issued letters of marque 
in Europe, and the United States and 
British commerce may suffer, even if 
the transports do not. 


General Buller has wired the war 


office from Cape Town, under date of 
Sunday, that Colonel Kekewich, in com- 
mand at Kimberley, reports, under datt 
of Oct. 31, that all the wounded were do- 
Ing well. 


The official rollcall shows that 843 


members of tha Gloucestershire regi- 
ment and the the Royal Irish fusiliers 
are missing-, as the result of the engage- 
ment on Farquhar's Farm. Thirty-two 
members of the Gloucestershire regi- 
ment, 10 members of the Royal Irish 
fusiliers and two members of the Tenth 
mountain battery were found killed. 
Between "0 and 100 escaped and returned 
to Ladysmith, whither 150 wounded have 
been brought. 


A dispatch from Pretoria says that 


Colonel Moeller, who commanded the 
British huzzars, captured by the Boers, 
declined, on being interviewed, to give 
the details of the misfortune, but praised 
the treatment he and his men had re- 
ceived at the hands of the Boers. The 
British prisoners were playing football 
at the time their commander was inter- 
viewed. Their officers are anxious to be 
exchanged. 


G. W. Stevens, describing for The 


Daily Mail the affair at Nicholson's Nek, 
says: 
"The Boers shot magnificently. 


The moment a Britisher raised his head 
to see where the enemy were, he in- 
stantly fell back with a bullet in it On 
the other hand, after the engagement, 
the Boers acted with the greatest kind- 
ness to wounded and unwounded. They 
spent the afternoon singing 
doleful 


hymns under the trees, and they had rea- 
son to be doleful, for they had lost many 
men." 


The correspondent of Th« Times at 


Ladysmith, under date of Nov. 2, con- 
firms the report of artillery exchanges. 
He says: 


"The investment of the town is now 


practically complete. Last night the 
enemy tapped the wires in our rear. He 
can therefore cut our communication 
whenever he pleases. It is suggested, 
however, that the Boers believe that 
Ladysmith is ic their power, and that 
they are therefore anxious to have us 
get up all our military stores before they 
attack us.

DRAMATIC critic Is frequently 
unjust, either to a play or to the 
public, by reason of unconscious 
prejudice for or against the man- 


agement of, or something connected 
with, a performance. In such a case 
specific injury is done to the business 
enterprise. When, however, the critic's 
admiration for the exploiters of a play 
or the performers who appear therein 
leads him unconsciously into erring1 on 
the side of leniency, he is guilty of un- 
fairness toward the public, and yet in 
either case he may have been imbued 
with a desire to be absolutely just. 
On the other hand, when he admires the 
management, most of the actors, the 
author and everything- connected with 
the presentation and is then unable to 
find much to commend in it, you may 
rest assured that the play involved is 
not a hit. That 
precisely my situa- 


tion with refevi 
-• to the Zangwin 


play, "Children oi the Ghetto," which 
Is the current attraction at the Herald 
Square theater in this city. 


Mr. Zangxyi!!, the author of the play, 


if one of the best living writers of Eng- 
lish, and the book which he dramatized 
is a magnificent piece of 
character 


sketching. Mr. James A. Herne, who 
staged the production, and who is said 
to have made many minor alterations 
tending to the enhancement of the val- 
ue of the work, is an artist to his finger 
tips, and in his especial line has no su- 
perior. Messrs. Liebler & Co., the pro- 
prietors of "Children of the Ghetto," are 
among the pluckiest and most worthy 
of the theatrical managers of the Unit- 
ed States, while Mr. "Wilton Lackaye, 
Miss Blanche Bates, and nearly all of 
the others composing the cast of "Chil- 
dren of the Ghetto" are excellent per- 
formers, who have evidently done their 
best to make the production a success. 
That it is not so is due solely to the 
Shortcomings of the play, which, it 
seems to me, stands no possible chance 
of becoming a permanently profitable 
attraction, 


Mr. Zangwill Jn his dramatisation has 


made, perhaps, a not unnatural mis- 
take. The enormous success of the 
novel doubtless impressed him unduly 
with the value of detail in characteriza- 
tion, which in the play he has carried 
to such an extreme that, no matter how 
friendly the auditor, its tediousness 
after a short time becomes manifest. It 
is easy to say of a play that it is epi- 
sodic; most plays are faulty in this re- 
spect, but I have never seen a more 
glaring illustration of this shortcoming 
than in the "Children of the Ghetto." 
Three characters only are absolutely 
necessary to the play; they are Reb 
Shemuel, David Brandon and Hannah, 
the daughter of Reb Shemuel. The 
others are merely necessary to supply 
the atmosphere, and of this atmosphere 
there is entirely too much. It is op- 
pressive toward the last, so thickly is it 
laid on. Comparisons are odious, but 
nevertheless inevitable in this case, 


i .where two plays of a peculiar type and 


with remarkably similar titles are rival 
attractions. 


, "The Ghetto," which has just closed 
,' Its career at the Broadway theater, was 


fcot by any means an ideal play. It, 
| too, was episodic to an unpleasant de- 


grree, but, viewed from the standpoint 
of dramatic construction, "Children of 
the Ghetto" is not to be mentioned in 


' Jhe same breath with it. In short. 
' "Children of the Ghetto" is not a play 
! ftt all; it is merely a series of character 


( sketches with a thin thread of a story 
' which appears and reappears at inter- 
vals. 


One point in favor of "Children of 


the Ghetto" over "The Ghetto" is that 
the latter makes the character of near- 
ly all of the Jews involved (and all are 
Jews but one) absolutely despicable, 
whereas in the former the worst that 
can be said is that many alleged traits 
of the race which are regarded as un- 
jworthy are made to do service in the 
direction of producing comedy effects; 
In fact, there is a great deal of distor- 
tion Jn that many of the semihumorous 
characters might just'as well be Mo- 
hammedans or Christians as Jews. 


"Children of the Ghetto," with its 


-.ftverelaboration of the peculiar customs 
"•pf a very small section of the Jews of 


London, is probably expected by the 
management to appeal on that account 
to the Jews at large, but, as one of 
them, J can say that it absolutely fails 
of its purpose, and I cannot for the life 
of me see in what respect the play will 
interest a Christian. 


The inadequacy of the motive pro- 


ducing the complication out of which 
grows the story is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss. The same inadequacy occurs in 
the novel, but on the printed page there 
was the opportunity to compensate for 
that lack by character drawing and the 
employment of the thousand and cno 
devices with which the story writer is 
familiar and -which seldom fail, when 
handled skillfully, as they are by Mr. 
Zangwill, to interest the reader. But 
on the stage these things are impossi- 
ble, and the consequence is that the 
play which he has given us is vague, 
indeterminate, unsatisfactory and ab- 
eelutely impossible of classification. 


With regard to the claim that it is 


unconventional, it is only necessary to 
say that such an epithet is a mistake, 
unless we admit that a series of epi- 
sodes, not even well strung together, 
which, In their entirety make up a very 
unsatisfactory whole, can be considered 
unconventional. 


Of the performers it may be laid that 


Mr. Wilton Lackaye gives a magnifi- 
cently shaded impersonation of Reb 
Shemuel, the venerable rabbi and Good 
Samaritan of the London ghetto. Miss 
Blanche Bates was disappointing, not 
because her work was unsatisfactory, 
but because Jn the role assigned to her 
(he had but one opportunity even to 
•uggest the plenitude of her dramatic 
power. David Brandon was played 
by Mr. Prank Worthing in an uncon- 
yfncinc manner. Ho gave on* the im-

pression that he was simply flopping 
around the stage without any specific 
idea as to what he was there for, and 
his vocal calisthenics were excessively 
disagreeable. William Norris as Mel- 
chitsedek Pinchas, a Hebrew poet, was 
excellent, if we assume that- the tend- 
ency to burlesque the role, which crop- 
ped out from time to time, was the re- 
sult of instructions. The other mem- 
bers of the cast were adequate, and 
many of them particularly good in 
small, sketchy roles. 


Several vicious attacks were made on 


"Children of the Ghetto" recently, and 
for that reason it would be an exceed- 
ingly pleasant thing to commend it, 
were that possible. These tirades have 
been mainly directed against Mr. Zang- 
will, who appears to have offended the 
writers in some way not explained. One 
of the allegations is that his name has 
been so plastered over the play that the 
latter is almost invisible. As a matter 
of fact, the plan to advertise the piece 
as "the Zangwill play" was an exceed- 
ingly shrewd one, which was prompted 
by the dictates of sound business sense. 
"The Ghetto" had been running for 
some time at the Broadway theater be- 
fore the "Children of the Ghetto" came 
into town, and the determination to 
advertise the latter as "the Zangwill 
play" was arrived at only for the pur- 
pose of doing away with the possibility 
of conflict in the minds of the public. 
Messrs. Liebler & Co. have given Mr. 
Zangwill's piece a magnificent produc- 
tion; they have advertised it well and 
discreetly; in short, they have done 
everything that was possible to ad- 
vance its success. The piece, in my 
opinion, has failed, but the fact remains 
that it was a notable departure in the 
line of stage representations. 


For a long time it has been suggested 


that a play dealing almost exclusively 
with the Jewish character would not 
succeed, and there are those who will 
now aver that this view of the mat- 
ter has been sustained by the experi- 
ence of "The Ghetto" and the "Children 
of the Ghetto." 
The argument, if it 


should 'be used, would be absolutely 
specious, inasmuch as no one ever 
claimed that the Jewish play, so called, 
should consist exclusively of Jewish 
characters. Those to which objections 
in manuscript form have hitherto been 
made have contained two or three Jew- 
ish characters only, and most of them 
have not been religious in any respect 
save that some of the people involved 
happened to be of the Hebrew faith. 
These works would have succeeded if 
they had been good plays, and would 
not have succeeded if they had been 
poor plays, but it is unquestionably a 
mistake to attempt to win popular sup- 
port for a stage production which is 
given up to the exploitation of the pe- 
culiarities of a section of religious be- 
lievers. Even though "Children of the 
Ghetto" had been a strong play, and 
even with the strong advance advertis- 
ing given it by the book and later by 
Messrs. Liebler ft Co., it is doubtful if it 
would have achieved the full measure 
of the expected success, for it is en- 
tirely too confined, too sordid, in ita 
scope. 


I have not referred to the very strong 


scene at the end of the third act. Had 
the entire play been cast upon these 
lines, with a little less of religious form 
ttim discussion, it is possible that there 
would have been a different story to 
tell. 


"The Dairy Farm," which has been 


put on at the Fourteenth street theater 
for a run, is a rural drama in four acts 
by Eleanor Merron. While it is not 
likely that the flow of the Hudson r»er 
will be seriously affprtpcl hy the pro- 
duction of ''The Dairy Farm," it is a 
fact that the piece has been received 
with much favor by the patrons of the 
house at which it has been holding 
forth. It is a play of the conventional 
type, with the good old fashioned vil- 
lains, heroes and heroines, to say noth- 
ing of the inevitable soubrette and fun- 
ny man. The strongest phase of "The 
Dairy Farm" is the accurate character 
sketching, and its weakest point is the 
tendency to shut off the story at inter- 
vals while some wholly irrelevant anec- 
dote designed as comedy is introduced. 
The play has two remarkably effective 
curtains, and there is no reason why, 
with the manifestly necessary altera- 
tions which will doubtless be made, it 
should not be a particularly successful 
road attraction. It is human practical- 
ly all the way through, and if it were 
more closely knit together it would, as 
I have already hinted, be a much better 
play. Miss Merron, the authoress, is 
well worth watching, for she gives evi- 
dence in "The Dairy Farm," despite its 
many crudities, of being possessed of 
remarkable constructive ability. There 
was much very good acting and very 
little that was really poor, the best bit 
being contributed by Paul Taylor, who, 
as an abnormally bashful youth, was 
particularly amusing without being ri- 
diculous. 


The New York debut of "The Girl In 


the Barracks," a farce from the Ger- 
man, 
was made at the Garrick theater, 


and, according- to most persons who 
saw it, it scored a great success. This 
piece, in which Louis Mann and Clara 
Lipman are jointly starred, tells the 
story of a theatrical woman, who. to 
win a wager, proceeds to the barracks, 
where she remains 24 hours. Mr. Mann's 
role is that of a wealthy chocolate man- 
ufacturer who is smitten with the 
charms of the chorus woman. It will 
at once be understood that the plot is 
not one with which it would be proper 
for members of the ministry to be de- 
lighted, but it serves the purpose of at- 
tracting to the theater those persons 
who like that sort of thing, and that, 
after all, is what most managers are 
seeking to do. There is a tendency to 
sneer at those who profess to believe 
that plays of this type are vicious in 
their teachings, but nevertheless the 
champions of purity on the stage (or u.t 
least of an avoidance o£ vulgarity when 
it cannot be alleged that any good is 
done by its introduction) are increasing 
in numbers, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when it will not be necessary for 
a father to make the most searching in- 
quiries before taking his daughter to a 
New York theater. 


William Gillette's new play, "Sher- 


lock Holmes," which was 
recently 


launched on the road, is underlined for 
early production at the Garrick theater. 
This play is based upon Dr. Conan 
Doyle's famous detective stories, though 
it cannot be said to be a dramatiza- 
tion thereof, or, as some have char- 
acterized 
it, an additional 
chapter 


in the life of Sherlock Holmes. 
Mr. 


Gillette has wrought .out- a plot of his 
own, using some of the incidents in the 
book and inventing othg-s to suit him- 
self. 


Naturally, Mr. Gillette plays the great 


fiction detective, and, naturally, that 
role is the strongest in the cast. Kath- 
erine Florence is the Miss Faulkner, 
Ralph Delmore is Moriarty (who kills 
Holmes in the book) and Judith Berolde 
is Madge Larrabee, the woman villain 
of the play.

"The batsmen who swing witn might 


and main at a ball are growing less 
every year," mused Manager Fred 
Clarke of the Colonels recently. "The 
players realize that their chances for 
hitting the ball hard are much better 
when they swing easy and meet it 
tfian when they swing with all their 
strength. Billy Clingman, until this 
year, was a weak batter, but he is im- 
proving every day. Billy made the se- 
rious mistake of swinging too hard at 
the ball. He has changed his style and 
is hitting excellently. Next year he will 
bat away above .300. Take a. wood 
chopper, for instance. If, when he 
wants to hit a certain mark, he swings 
with all his force, he will miss it nine 
times out of ten, but when he swings 
easy he never missss it. It is so with 
the batsman. When he swings easy and 
not too hard, he will meet the ball 
squarely more often than when he cuts 
loose at it with ail his might. Of 
course, he may hit one a mile once in 
awhile, but, as a rule, grounders that 
bound high or pop up flies will result.

There the 
horses will be put thr'oug-h their paces 
and be garlanded with blue, red or yel- 
low ribbons or else ignominiously, sent 
out of the ring with never a prize. 


Brave men and fair women will be at 


the ringside 4o cheer on their favorites 
and in many cases the fair owners of 
saddle horses and hunters will mount 
their steeds and personally put them 
through their paces in front of the 
judges, not trusting such important 
work to others. 


A stranger at the Garden during 


horse show week would imagine that 
New Yorkers did nothipg. but raise 
horses, so tinged is the talk with the 
flavor of the stable. 
Society women 


and their escorts discuss with all the 
abandon of experts the goed and bad 


rpomts of the animals as they pass and 
repass on the oval tanbark. 


It is certainly a magnificent sight— 


overhead the myriads of electric lights, 
around the inclosure masses of gayly 
bedecked people moving in a continu- 
ous kaleidoscopic fashion, while above 
them the boxes and galleries are jam- 
med right up to the roof with eager 
spectators. 


There is another feature of the show

The honor 
of being placed first on the official list 
is very properly accorded to the noble 
thoroughbred running horse. 
In this 


class are to be shown stallions 3 years 
old or over, breeding and racing qual- 
ities to be considered. There are three 
prizes, $200, $100 and $58. 


The trotters are divfded into three 


classes—breeding, racing and driving. 
The breeding class is subdivided into 
nine others, headed by a $500 champion 
prize open to all stallions having- taken 
a first prize at any of ttie association's 
previous shows and to those taking 
first prizes in classes 3, 4, 5 and 6, which 
are also for stallions. These latter will 
be post entries. 


The racing class for trotters is open 


to any stallion having a record of 2:20 
or better. The judging will be by pedi- 
gree, individuality and racing qualities 
as shown by performance. 


The driving classes are for mares or 


geldings 4 years old and over and for 
mares or geldinss between 3 and 4 
years of age. Those exhibited in the 
former of these must have records of 
2:30 or better. All horses in the racing 
and driving classes must be shown in 
harness. 


The hackneys are always a popular 


type of horse. There is a challenge cup 
for the best hackney stallion ia the 
show. This cup must be won by the 
valry in these is always intense.

The saddle horses always receive a 


^onerous share of applause from the 
onlookers. T-liey are divided mto seven 
classes, one being for ladies' saddle 
horses which must be ridden by women 
when ex-hibited. Another class is for 
tho high school per-formcrs. In this 
class conSormation, beauty and styl-- 
count 40 per cent, while performance m 
high school work counts CO per cent. 
There are also two extra classes -for 
champion saddle horses opem only to 
prize winners at this or previous shows, 
in each of -which there are a prize ot 
$200 and a reserve ribbon offered. 


Thi ponies under saddle intlude three 


classes for polo ponies. These animals 
must not be over 14 hands 2 inches, th» 
regulation height, and must hava b^en 
used for polo with some recognized 
club. They will be judged for their 
manners, handiness and conformation. 


Another popular class Is that of the 


hunters. These are in three divisions— 
thoroughbred, qualified end greeH hunt- 
ers. The jumping contests are always 
looked forward to with great interest, 
and are recognized as among the most 
pleasing features of the week. 


The municipal police horses have a 


class all to themselves and must be 
ridden by officers. These animals are 
always exceedingly clever and well 
trained and at former shows have given 
graceful exhibitions of skill. 


The war with Spain had-the effect in 


the United States e'f increasing the de- 
mand foe horses suitable for cavalry* 
service. The association has recognized 
this fact and has inserted two classes, 
one for horses su-ita'ble for chargers or, 
officers' mounts and another for horsea 
suitable for cavalry servipe.

The Orange Free State forms one of 


the two independent republics in South 
Africa. The Transvaal IB the other. 
The former is bounded on the south by 
the Orange river, which divides it from 
Cape Colony, a British South African 
colony. On the north it ia separated 
from its sister republic, the Transvaal, 
by the Yaal river. Basutoland and the 
range of the Drakensberg (Dragon 
mountains) divide it from Natal on the 
east. On the west it is bounded by 
Griqualand West, which Is better 
known as the Diamond Fields, a re- 
cently purchased British possession. 


This little republic has an area of 


about 50,000 square miles, says the 
New York Sun. It is an elevated table- 
land 4,000 feet above the sea'level, and 
is 400 miles long by 200 miles wide, 
running north and south. The present 
population of the country is estimated 
by its government at about 93,000 
whites and 140,000 nativps o£the Basu- 
to and Barolong tribes. Bloemfonteln, 
which is 750 miles north of Table Bay, 
450 miles north of Port Elizabeth and 
400 nocih of East London, is the capi- 
tal. The only mountain ranges in the 
Orange Free State are the Stall moun- 
tains in the eastern portion of the re- 
public. 
From the Drakensberg the 


country slopes gradually to the Vaal 
river on the northern and western 
boundaries. The southern part of the 
Free State is dotted with detached 
kopjes or individual hills. Otherwise 
the interior is an undulating prairie or 
prairies, formerly covered with coarse 
grass. This is changed in the south to 
a scrubby brush or copse, which is ex- 
cellent grazing for sheep, a sweeter 
grass supplanting the sour or coarser 
grasses in places. The Orange Free 
State is not a forest country. It is vir- 
tually treeless. The species of forest 
now found on the hillsides and in the 
moist valleys of the rivers is a scant 
scrub of mimosa thorn, the wild olive, 
the willow and the camel thorn, which 
Is a species of wild acacia. . 


The principal lands are best adapted 


to pastoral purposes, though there is 
a 30 by 100 mile strip of soil on the 
Basutoland border considered to be 


| second to none in the world for grain 


producing purposes. The pursuits of 
the people being principally stock rais- 
ing and grain growing, the burghers 
have leisure for war. The strip noted 
above produces, without irrigation or 
fertilizing and after planting for near- 
ly 40 consecutive years, from 30 to 80 
bushels to the acre. This fertile strip 
of land is known as the Conquered 
territory. It was taken from the Ba- 
sutos about 1884. This little belt of 
land is the granary of the Orange 
Free State and of the Transvaal. In 
this belt of country, 80 miles wide by 
100 miles long, are grown wheat, oats, 
barley, maize and kafflr corn. It also 
carries large herds of cattle, horses 
sheep, t Angora goats and ostriches. 
Pears,'apples, peaches and grapes are 
likewise grown to a large extent. This 
is the Boer base of supplies, and the 
mountains which face British South 
Africa are depended upon with Boer 
endurance and Boer strategy to hold 
these fields inviolate to the homes of 
the twin republics of the same blood. 


Diamonds are extensively mined on 


the fields of Jagersfontein, where the 
famous • 900 carat Jagersfontein Ex- 
celsior was found on May 30,1893, and 
Koffyfontein, in the district of Faure- 
smith, which is in the southwestern 
part of the republic. The importance 
of these mines can be seen when it is 
known that the diamond output of the 
Jagersfontein field for January was 
15,189 carats, valued at $150,000, while 
that for Koffyfontein for the same 
period was 1,500 carats, valued at 
§11,000. This is part of the contem- 
plated war prize in the present con- 
flict 


The inhabitants of the Orange Free 


State are, L -e the Boers of the Trans- 
vaal, a peaceful, educated and well 
governed people. The country is di- 
vided into 19 districts, each one of 
which is presided over by a landdrost, 
or magistrate. Each of these magis- 
terial districts is again divided into 
one, two or more wards, according to 
its size or important Each of these 
wards sends a member to the volks- 
raad, or legislature. In addition to 
this each town also sends a member 
to the volksraad. To this legislature 
the people delegate the government of 
the country. The president, who is the 
responsible head of the executive de- 
partment, is advised by an executive 
council and by the high court, which la 
composed of a chief justice and two 
puisne judges. 
, 


The government obtains about $2,- 


000,000 annually from the revenue of 
the state to meet Its expenditures. 
This revenue is mainly derived from 
the following sources: Quit rent on 
farms, at the rate of 48 cents for each 
100 morgen, or 200 acres; transfer dues 
on unmovable or fixed property, at the 
rate of 4 per cent; a 2 per cent rate on 
movables—that is, all goods sold by 
auction; a hut or capitation tax of 
$2.50 a head on natives. From the cus- 
tom house there Is received about 
$600,000 a year. This is obtained from i 
a 12 per cent ad vjiinrera levy on all 
over sea goods crossing the border. | 
These dues are, by virtue of a treaty j 
with the Cape Colony government, 
levied at the ports of Cape Colony. 
They are also levied on the Natal bor- 
der by Orange Free State officers 'In 
accordance with the provisions of the 
customs union existing between the 
Cape government and the Free State. 
The former retains 3 per cent of the 12 
per cent duty levied to recoup itself tor 
the expense of collecting these customs 
dues for the republic. 


The government of this Boer state 


Is very careful about the education of 
the children of the land. For this pur- 
pose a permanent fund of f 1,000,000 la 
sot aside. 
The educational depart- 


ment Is a very thorough *oe._ ThU de- 


partment is under a superiutenduali 
who has under him a corpi of Inspect- 
ors and sublnapectors. There are now 
about 80 fine government schools, with 
a ataff of ISO teachers. These schools 
are exclusive of private and noriaided 
school*, such as thoae which are main- 
tained by the Catholics, tho Anglicans 
and other vallglous denominations. 
The government schools are of three 
kinds—vie, town, ward and peripatetic 
schools. To teach them the Instructors 
are divided into first, second and third 
class, according to the grade of their 
certificates from the board of state 
examiners. This board is composed of 
nine members, who are appointed by 
the president of the republic. 
This 


board has wide powers. It can grant 
certificates of proficiency in law, land 
surveying and in science and litera- 
ture generally. The only higher educa- 
tion schools supported by the state are 
Dames institute (Ladies' seminary) 
and Grey college, both of which,are at 
Bloemfontein. 
Tn these institutions 


the students are prepared for matricu- 
lation at the Cape university in Cape 
Colony. Students desiring a university 
education must therefore go to the 
South African college at Cape Town or 
to Victoria college at Stellenbosch. 


The great majority of the citizens of 


the Orange Free State are, from the 
circumstances of their Dutch origin, 
members of the Dutch 
Reformed 


church. This is the established church 
of the land. There is a congregation 
in nearly every little village of the 
country. 
The government annually 


contributes about $40,000 to the sup- 
port of this religious sect. It Is paid 
into the church synod to be used as 
that body deems fit. This synod meeta 
every other year in the month of May 
at Bloemfonteln, the capital. It is com- 
posed of the pastor and a lay member 
of each congregation. The following 
denominations also have churches in 
the Orange Free State: The Episcopa- 
lians, Lutherans, Catholics, Methodists, 
Baptists and Presbyterians. Their in- 
dividual memberships are small. 


The climate of the Orange Free State 


is drier and colder than that of its 
neighbors. This is due to Its altitude 
and inland position. 
It is therefore 


healthful for weak lungs. Its dry sear 
son is in the winter time, but its pe- 
riods of pain and moisture are uncer- 
tain. The high elevation is affected by 
the evaporation of the lower countries, 
which drifts up into the Wittebergen 
(White mountains), Roodebergen (Red 
mountains) 
and 
the 
Drakensberg, 


where it condenses and frequently 
floods the streams, causing them to run 
bankers 10 to 20 feet above their nor- 
mal water mark. The last named peaks 
rise to 11,000 feet and are popularly 


I called Monts aux Sources, or mounts of 


I sources, from the number of streams 
i which rise in them. 
In the winter 


! time the rivers are shallow. Some of 
' them hardly flow. They degenerate 


into what are called pans (sea cow or 


i hippopotamus J*water holes), which 
, have drifts or fords here and there. 


{ This is due to the dryness of the sea- 
' son. 
IE the summer these water 


courses are dangerously swollen, often 
rising in a single night from 10 to 20 
feet above their normal level. 


The pans or peculiar circular water 


basins found in the middleveldt or 
watershed territory between any two 
rivers are sometimes salt or brackish. 
These middleveldt pans are numerous 
in the Bloemfontein, Jacobsdal, Faure- 
smith and Boshof districts. One of 
these depressions, the Hagans-Pan, is 
worked by a large salt company, which 
exports its product to Johannesburg. 
This salt, according to Professor 
Habn's analysis, is the best in tha 
world. The pan from which it is taken 
is about two miles across. It is located 
about 26 miles from Bloemfontein. The 
salt from it is made after this fashion: 
A trench eight or ten feet deep is made , 
In the pan. The brine percolates into | 
this trench, from which it Is subse- 
{ 


quently pumped up on a huge buck or 
tent rails. Here the water evaporates 
and the salt sediment is left deposited 
on the soil surface. 


While the rivers of the Orange Free 


State are not navigable, they are well 
stocked with fish, some of which are 
peculiar to them. The barber (Clarius 
capensis) is only found in the Orange 


SLAVES TO MORPHINE. 


Many Physicians Addicted to the 


Drug, Says Dr. Crothers.

The sensation of the second session 


of the annual meeting of the New 
York State Medical association in the 
Academy of Medicine in New York the 
other morning was a paper on "Mor- 
phinism Among Physicians," by Dr. 
T. D. Crothers of Hartford, who has 
for nine years made the subject a 
special study. 


The paper is in part as follows: "la 


following up this subject for nine 
years, I have made a personal study 
of all practitioners who came within 
my reach. Out of 8,244 physicians I 
found that 081 of them, or 21 per cent, 
were using opium; 320, or 10 per cent 
of them, were using morphine secret- 
ly. It can be estimated that 6 per cent 
of all the physicians in the country 
have the morphine habit secretly, 
while in some parts of the country the 
proportion will run up as high as 15 
and 20 per cent. Probably 6 per cent 
of these last are opium inebriates. 


"Sometimes the habit is acquired 


during student life, but often the 
practice is not begun until the phy- 
sician has passed the age of 30. Sta- 
tistics furnished by Dr. Elain show 
that a large percentage of physicians 
die of the direct result of morphine 
treatment on themselves. 
The most 


common method is, of course, by the 
hypodermic needle, but many physi- 
cians are taking opium in the tincture. 
In either case the result is about the 
same. 


"Progressive < organic 
degeneration 


Boon sets in. The morphine physician 
Is generally meditative in his manner, 
but, with all his meditation, finds that 
his memory is leaving him. Then he 
has moods. At one time talkative, at 
another silent. 
Occasionally he will 


make clear diagnoses and perform 
difficult operations, but more often he 
will fail completely. The end is often 
insanity or suicide. The increase in 
the number of inmates in our asylums 
who are physicians is not only aston- 
ishing—it is alarming. I have known 
physicians to give up alcoholic liquors 
for morphine, but they will never give 
up morphine for anything. 


"As to the causes of the habit, there 


are many Overwork, worry, shock, 
the irregularity of life and living of the 
physician, all contribute to it. There 
is something fascinating in the instant 
relief that can be got from the needle 
after a hard day's work. It is this that 
produces 'needlemania.' It gives birth 
to the hypodermic morphiamaniac. 


"The physician may conceal the 


habit for a Time. But soon he neglects 
his duty, loses his personal respect, 
childish vanity taking its place. He 
will indors® wild schemes and has 
wonderful experiences, according to 
his own account. He is apt to experi- 
ment wildly In his practice. 


"In fact, no patient is safe in the 


hands of a morphine taking physician. 
The medical morphinlst is dangerous 
both to himself and others. 


"A physician who regularly pre- 


scribes morphine for the relief of pain 
is generally a morphine taker himself. 
This rule seldom fails. This, naturally, 
leads to starting and furthering the 
habit among the laity. Perhaps many 
of such cases have been caused by 
physicians' advice." 


In conclusion, Dr. Crothers said that 


there was no cure for the habit. Many 
tried to stop it, but generally failed. 
The only remedy was its prevention. 
Don't begin it. The paper ends with 
this caution to physicians: "Never use 
morphine with a needle on yourself, 
under any circumstances. And never 
use morphine any way except with the 
advice of a pijysician you can trust."

Woodbridge of Williamstown and Wil- 
liams college will carry a wide sense of 
loss among both the educational and 
medical circles of the state and be- 
yond. He was professor of anatomy 
and physiology in the college, and also 
a practicing physician of a very high 
standing in the town. 
Probably he 


stood in more intimate relations to 
both town and college than any other 
man there, as his interests, his sym- 
pathies and his enthusiasm were wide 
and active, and made him a helpful 
factor in town, church and college. 
Thoroughness was one of his con- 
spicuous characteristics, inspired not 
only by his love ot knowledge for its 
own sake, but also by a sense of his 
duty to those among whom he minis- 
tered. He was a graduate of the col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons in New 
York city, and did subsequent work in 
several of the leading hospitals there. 
Later he spent several years in study 
abroad, and obtained an equipment for 
his profession that Is rare in general 
practice even in the large cities. Na- 
turally he stood high among his pro- 
fession brethren, being at one time 
president of the Berkshire Medical as- 
sociation, and a lecturer on the nervous 
system and its diseases in Boston. He 
was a brother and classmate of Pro- 
fessor Woodbridge of the Institute of 
Technology."

Mata« Man Got Forty-nine Pelti, 


Worth SSO, In One Night. 


The water in tie ponds and rivers in 


Maine has not been so low for yeara 
as it is at present. Just now the farm- 
ers in Holden, nine miles from Bangor, 
are devoting their time to muskrat 
and fox hunting, says the Boston 
Globe. The drought makes this busi- 
ness excellent, and many of the fann- 
ers are making from $3 to $5 a day 
hunting these fur bearing animals. 


In the long thoroughfare which con- 


nects Holbrooks and Eddington ponds, 
two sheets of water annually visited 
by many Bangor people, the 
best 


muskrat bunting in Maine is being 
bad. This thoroughfare is now noth- 
ing but a lagoon, or swamp, thickly 
covered with grass and 'not over five 
inches of water. There are thousands 
of muskrat houses there, and the sight 
of so many of these "basketlike mounds 
is one well worth a visit Standing at 
one end of the thoroughfare and look- 
ing across it a distance of a mile, one 
can see nothing but a little army of 
muskrats running here and there, and 
on the top of every house one of the 
little animals acts as a sort of sentinel 
to give warning of an approaching 
trapper. 


The method which the farmers use 


in catching these animals is unlike that 
used to canture' any other animal that 
inhabits the waters and woods of 
Maine. All of the work has to be done 
at night, and at this season of the 
year, when the ground is covered early 
in the evening with a thick coating of | 
frost, the Job is not a pleasant one, but j 
the financial benefit received is more I 
than enough, to pay for the trouble. 
The trapper is obliged to lay in wait 
within a few feet of the bouses, and 
every time that one of the animals 
gets caught in the trap the trapper has 
to make a quick sprint, release the lit- 
tle animal, again set the trap and re- 
turn to bis post. The traps are placed 
on the tops of the houses. Tbe chain 
and everything about it is covered 
with mud, the springs being the only 
part of the trap which is left in sight. 
Tbe muskrat does all of its hunting in 
the night. The houses are so arranged 
that the opening, or door, comes near 
the top, and in order to get out of 
them the animal has to cross the 
springs of the trap. It is almost im- 
possible for one of them to escape be- 
ing caught. 


Horace Phillips is the champion 


muskrat hunter of Holden, and his 
son Lester holds the record of having 
killed the largest number of wildcats 
in a single winter of any youngster in 
Maine. The elder Phillips caught 40 
muskrats a few nigbt agw. He bad 35 
traps set, and the night was one of 
the busiest that he ever bad in his 
life. 
It was a. case of hustle from 


the early evening to sunrise. Musk- 
rat skins are worth about 40 cents 
each, so Phillips' night of labor netted 
him almost $20.

i Lying in a semitropical belt, where 
the thermometer ranges from 83 de- 
grees in summer to 57 in winter, the 
climate is perfect." The water, coming 
directly from the mountains, as it does,

Britain. From the time the English 
landed, about -1637, the Dutch farmer 
born in Africa and called "Boer," be- 
cause he was an Afrikander born and 
so distinct from the- foreigner, has 
been compelled to move on farther up 
the country. So he^ trekked on and up 
and over the great Drachensberg pass, 
.7,000 feet above the sea, into Natal, 
(where the Zulu race iu all Its Spartan 
Btrength lived. 


The Boer was not "wily" until after 


he met the Zulu. There in that verita- 
ble paradise lived the great race of 
.warriors whose, chief, Dingeswayo, 
iwas considered ther,Napoleon of Zulu- 
land. It was he ,'who exterminated 
the native tribes, numbering hundreds 
of thousands of souls, leaving only a 
remnant to live in caves and boles in 
the ground. Dingeswayo was the an- 
cestor of King Cetewayo, who led his 
army against the English forces in the 
last Zulu war. The Boers finally met 
the Zulu and were friendly in their re- 
lations, trusting to the latter to treat 
them fairly, and arranged to meet 
them in. council and deed them a por- 
tion of land which they and their fami- 
lies were to settle upon. 


The hour appointed arrived, and, 


leaving- their wives and children in 
their wagons on the surrounding hills, 
they entered the inclosure pointed out 
to them, leaving their guns behind, to 
show their implicit confidence in their 
dealings with the natives. Without 
an Instant's warning at a given mo- 
ment the Zulu chief gave the sign, and 
with but one or two exceptions every 
>Boer was massacred, and a few days 
later the wives and children, who were 
(waiting for their husbands and fathers, 
•were also murdered. 


News traveled slowly in those days, 


but when finally it reached the ears of 
the Boers living on the border of the 
country they vowed vengeance, and 
they got it. In a moment when the 
Zulus least expected it a horde of 
Boers burst upon them like maddened 
wolves aud annihilated them without 
mercy and in a wallet of a dead Zulu 
secured the deed of conveyance. So 
jtte Boers fought for the country and 
made themselves a power to be feared 
by the surviving native tribes. But 
they had no sooner settled on their 
farms than an English ship came sail- 
Ing into the harbor at Durban, Natal, 
and, hoisting the union jack, proclaim- 
|6d It British territory. 
The Boers 


jcotld scarcely believe It, but, when 
(they realized 'their weakness to try to 
joope with the British forces, they 
took all their belongings and turned 
their faces northward and again trek- 
ked through .the great Drachensberf 
pass, over those awful mountains, 
through the Vaal river to the Trans- 
vaal country, and there began life 
anew. 
i We all know how they were again 
.pursued by the British, until, biding 
ithoir time, they turned and faced their 
'English foe, and In every battle but 
«ne-ronUaThlm. The Boer"stfll knows 
bow to ride and bow to shoot and how 
to make the natural formation of the 
cmntry, with its dry river beds and 
preclpltlous sugar loaf or sQiiaie top- 
ped hills, serve hi* purpose to meet his 
foes. 


No Boer today who took part tn the 


engagement *t M*Juba HHI ^ gay 
that the defeat of the English forces 
on that day was anything but a won- 
derful and •orpristng dispensation of 
some unseen force greater than men.

When the Boers saw them they were 


about to fly, but General Smit, with .1 
few picked men, volunteei'ed to climb 
to the summit, which they did, crawl- 
ing to it. like snakes, and there, before 
the British soldiers were awake in the 
early dawn, they sat on that natural 
parapet which crowns the hill and be- 
gan to pop off their enemies at their 
ease. 
•*' 


The amazed Bsitish soldiers fought 


for six hours,t but to their consterna- 
tion xtiiey discovered that the ammuni- 
tion was giving out and in their des- 
peration picked up stones and threw 
them at the pitiless, firing Boers. The 
latter saw "their predicament and 
charged down on them, yelling and fir- 
ing with the deadly aim of skilled 
hunters, and showing no mercy until 
85 killed and 131 wounded and about 
60 prisoners were l«ft with the Boers 
on the hillside. General Colley was 
killed. It was rumored that he com- 
mitted suicide when he saw the blun- 
der that he had made, but Dame Ru- 
mor in South- Africa told us that Gen- 
eral Colley was shot by one of his own 
men in a fury of anger at being caught 
In such ft trap and without ammuni- 
tion. 


While In Durban, Natal, I met a few 


surviving members of the gallant Fif- 
ty-eighth, which suffered the greatest 
loss. 
The sheet music of the band 


was torn and blood stained, while the 
brass instruments were dented out of 
shape by the flying bullets. The chin 
would quiver and a shudder would 
seize them and sometimes the eye 
would moisten when they alluded to 
Majuba Hill. 


The Boers are a great people to relax 


when ffiere is nothing to do, but when 
danger threatens their homes and 
country they prowl around and sight 
their enemy with a sagacity equal to 
the man eating lion, and then, when 
least expected, they pounce on their 
prey and bring it to earth with one 
fell swoop, as you might say. They 
have bad to learn to be wily. 


Those rich gold mines are there; so 


is the Boer, and back of him that fac- 
tor which the world will yet reckon 
with, the African savage. This war 
in Africa will rouse the native to a 
frenzy, and there will be a terrible 
reckoning for somebody. Either the 
Boer or the Briton must leave or, 
through the horror that will sweep 
over the land through the rousing of 
the native element, unite through 
sheer terror and hold the black man 
at bay and so make some compromise. 


The native of South Africa is no 


more to be compared with our Ameri- 
can negro than a civilized man is to be 
compared to a wild one. Our negro 
lives with all the comforts and even 
luxuries of civilization around hkn, 
with h;a books and his colleges. The 
other still lives In his blanket and 
hunts through the provincial forests 
and cultivates his primitive farm. The 
Basutos are the great warriors living 
on the borders of the Orange Free 
State. They are intelligent and know 
that their land is rich in mineral 
wealth; but, as they have always been 
friendly with the Dutch, they are more 
liable to turn and join with their 
forces. 


The next question in South Africa 


will be a very interesting one for the 
world to solve. 
The fact that the 


Boers have taken the initiative in the 
defense of their country shows their 
temper and is another flashlight on the 
character of the "dopper" to those un- 
acquainted with him. They will not 
be caught nappiSsl again. One reading 
was sufficient for them to learn their 
lesson, and this time they are prepared 
for war. Then the union interests of 
the Transvaal sjjd tfce Orange Free 
State give them added courage and 
strength they did not have when the 
English tried to take their country 
from them in 1881. 


The Boer army Is many times stron- 


ger, more united. It has unlimited 
means nnd is well supplied with every 
necessity for war. The Boers have the 
advantage In every way. They own 
the dynamite now, and the railroads 
arc at their mercy..- They < have the 
•'salted" horacs, as they are called, the 
horses that have lived in the country 
nnd survived tne dreaded "horse sick- 
ness." The thoroughbred English horse 
ts of little good in South "Africa until 
after ho has passed thrash A climatic 
ordeal. With the swoHea streams of 
those cruel African rivers -that, with- 
out warning, oome tumbling down In 
tou-cnts on the'unwary traveler cross- 
Ing them, the Boer can give hla foe a 
great amount of unexpected trouble.

COURAGE OF THE BOERS 


Its Source In Heredity and In 


Their Religion. 


SUPERIOB POWEE OF THE OLEEGT. 


Tbeir Influence BxercUed Alike Up- 


on Government and People —Will 
B* Found IB the Front Axalnft the 
BrttUh-ImpllcU Belief of Afrikan- 
ders In the Dible. 
Ever since the defiance of the British 


empire by the little republic of the 
Transvaal tbe whole world has been 
both wondering and trembling at tbo 
audacity of the Boers. 
"Stubborn," 


"pig headed" and countless other ad- 
jectives indicative of unintelligent ob- 
stinacy have been showered on the 
burghers, while at tbe same time their 
bold stand has been the subject of edi- 
torial laudation wherever newspapers 
have been printed—except, of course, 
in England and among the English 
possessions. 


Men of more or less historical knowl- 


edge bave gone -back hundreds of years 
—to the beginning of the Christian era, 
to tbe time of Hermann, to the reign 
of Augustus, when he died weeping for 
tbe lost legions of Varus; to those half 
mythical days when the bardy races 
dwelt amid tbe marshes formed by he 
delta of tbe Rhine; thence down 
through progressive ages to when tbe 
Netherlands rose up and fought tbe 
Spaniards—all this in an endeavor to 
trace the ancestry of tbe Boer and to 
find In it the primal cause for resist- 
ance to British aggression. None can 
deny that this question of heredity has 
a great deal of bearing on tbe case. 
But there is another element that sus- 
tains tbe Afrikander hi his struggle, 
one of tbe mightiest that could be 
brought to bear on bis nature. It is 
the Influence of bis religion and, in tbe 
same category with it, the influence of 
the men who preach it 


Tbe power of the ministers of the 


Transvaal is without a parallel in our 
modern civilization. 
Even the hold 


which the Catholic priest has upon his 
parishioners becomes puny when com- 
pared with tbe grasp of the Boer 
preacher on the'members of his con- 
gregation. Its aialogy does not exist 
in this day and age. One would bave 
to go back to the time of Moses and 
tbe prophets, when tbe Israelites look- 
ed-upon them as tbe chosen ones of 
God. 
The preachers are the advisers 


of the government. They are looked 
upon as part of the body politic and as 
the most valued Dublic servants. Their 
teachings are accepted without doubt- 
Ing and without questioning, and their 
Instruction includes subjects consider- 
ed beyond the domain of the pulpit In 
the United States. 


Tbe origin of this is not bard to 


trace. The Boers are descendants of 
tbe Hollanders, who bave been inured 
to struggle through long centuries of 
fighting against both man and nature. 
The sea bad to submit to them, and 
they wrested from tbe grasp of the 
ocean many a field whose wavy pas- 
tures are now emerald green. Master- 
ful, 
unflinching perseverance was a 


characteristic of the nation, and all 
this conflict and strife in behalf of 
their homes fostered an intense and 
absorbing patriotism that was destined 
In after days to bear fruit in many a 
remarkable manner. In their war with 
Spain their indomitable yearning for 
freedom enabled them to hold their 
own at a period In the history of En- 
rope when success meant the triumph 
of liberty and defeat meant the setting 
back of the sun dial that marks tbe 
progress of mankind. 


In bis fatherland the Boer had suf- 


fered much fc? his Bible, and when 
the "Foretrekkers" went to Africa 
they did not sufl>r their interest to 
wane. It speaks volumes for tbe Boers 
that, scattered as they are over im- 
mense territory, tbcy continue to hold 
their religious exercises. 
The Boer 


considers it child's play to travel 40 
miles in order to go to church. When 
he arrives, be does not go to sleep. The 
sermon, no matter how long, never 
tires him. There is nothing savoring 
of higher criticism in the discourse 
from tbe pulpit. The gospel is preach- 
ed without any attempt to discredit its 
teachings. No attempt is made at 
scholarly interpretation. The congre- 
gation is told that tbe words mean ex- 
actly what they aay. 


Tbe Reformed cburcb or some branch 


of it is the most predominant among 
tbe inhabitants of tbe Transvaal. 
When the assembly of the cburcb 
meets, tbe Boers come to attend tbe 
sessions. Those who have been pres- 
ent saj that It Is marvelous to see the 
simple minded Afrikanders drink In 
every word that is uttered at these 
gatherings. It is the event of the year 
with tbcm. They have no frivolous 
amusements. Tbey take life too se- 
riously to spend tbe least portion of It 
In pleasure seeking. Their one occu- 
pation is labor, and hard labor at that. 
It la a relaxation for them to go to 
church and bear tbe men whom they 
look upon as inspired preach from the 
word of God. 


Scripture Is quoted for every act of 


their daily life. Tbey have been told 
that tbe love of money « tbe root of 
ill evil, and tbey care leas for It than 
almost any people on the face of the 
earth. When tbey are told by tbe rest- 
less Englishman and the still more 
restless American that they should en- 
'deavor to develop their country, they 
simply shake their hofd heads and say, 


They, prefer the ptatoraJ 
ibey read that Abraham tended flock* 
They put upon tb«ir coins tiw Impra*- 
slon of as ox wagon, thu telling aD 
that they prefer It to the railway or 
any more modem means at transporta- 
tion. 


"6en Panl" himself to a prcachec, 


and'the leading men of the republic 
have at some time or other occupied 
the pulpit President Kroger is not 
merely a figurehead in this sense. Ho 
holds himself as the bead of bis churth, 
and he delivers his.sermons with the 
regularity of the ordinary minister. 
His congregation regards him with 
even more veneration, if that be possi- 
ble, than be Is held by tbe other citi- 
zens of the little republic. 


Washington had an opportunity to 


see two of the Boer preachers at the 
session of the Pan-Presbyterian coun- 
cil in the city a short time ago. They 
were Rev. H. 8. Bosnian of Pretoria 
and Rev. J. G. P. Meiring of Johannes- 
burg. The former addressed several 
congregations while in Washington, 
and the latter, as will be remembered, 
created quite a furore by threatening 
to resign on account of the action of 
tbe council in deciding to say nothing 
of arbitration In connection with the 
Transvaal. 
Both were hurried home 


by cablegrams before tbe end of the 
session, and Rev. Dr. Meiring was in- 
trusted with some important business 
for the government while in the United 
States. Both men, on account of their 
Influence with their churches, were 
considered necessary to their country 
In tbe oncoming crisis. 


Dr. Bosman, while In the city, told a 


Washington Post reporter that if mat- 
ters came to a crisis with England the 
preachers would be found with the 
men. 
"Yon will find us going to battle 


with prayers on our lips and Bibles in 
our haversacks," he said. "I would 
not think of remaining in tbe United 
States with matters in such a critical 
condition. Cromwell's Ironsides won 
their battles by their psalm singing as 
much as they did with their guns, and 
if the conflict comes we shall go Into It 
with the conviction that we are In the 
right and we shall not flinch. 


"We have told our people from the 


pulpit what their rights are, and tbey 
believe that we are telling them the 
truth. Our Boers may be ignorant in 
a measure, for a large number of them 
cannot reed. But they are honest in 
maintaining tbe principles as laid 
down by those who are better Inform- 
ed. The conventions of 1881 and 1884 
have been explained to them, and If 
Chamberlain brings all the soldiers of 
tbe British empire to crush us we 
will still Insist that we are In the 
right- 


Such Is the position of one of the 


leaders In tbe Boer government. There 
is something pathetic In the cry of the 
Afrikander. "Leave us alone and take 
your new schemes and changes else- 
where" Is their petition. But It baa 
come too late. Tbe closing days of the 
nineteenth century are upon them, and 
no land or people can escape their In- 
fluence. The cyclone has come to them, 
and It will whirl them as it likes. Lei- 
sure, ease and quietude are gone, and 
the past is ended. The onward march 
of the new age, witb Its lust for gold, 
Is resistless, and it cannot be kept back 
by protests and opposition based on 
racial dislikes or sentimental discom- 
forts, especially when they come from 
a weak people.

Filipino Soldiers Said to Get Reward* 


For Motllatlnar American*. 


Private John Weodle, a soldier In the 


Fourth United States infantry, whose 
home is in Leavenworth, Kan., has 
written a letter home from the Philip- 
pines, nnder date of Sept 14, in which 
he states that the Filipinos under 
Aguinaldo are paid $5 apiece for the 
right ear of every American soldier 
brought in. His letter shows that a 
bitter feeling exists between Aguinal- 
do's followers and the soldiers and 
that the Americans are anxious to 
open on them in earnest, says the St 
Louis Globe-Democrat The letter was 
written at Imus and says: 


"We are In camp on the sontb line, 


about 18 miles from Manila, and the 
Seventeenth Infantry is on the north 
line. I landed in Manila last month, 
on the 25th, and moved on the line the 
next day. The Filipinos are quiet now, 
but we had to sleep with our clothes on 
for about eight days. Our regiment 1s 
holding the town against 10,000 Fili- 
pinos at present 
Our outposts are 


about one mile from the enemy, and 
we exchange shots pretty nearly every 
day. 


"There Is a bounty on every Ameri- 


can soldier's right ear. If we leave a 
dead man on the field, the Filipinos cut 
his throat, one gash on the face and 
take off his right ear, for which they 
get $5 apiece in American money, but 
it is few they get. We will start a kill- 
ing when we make our general ad- 
vance, I like this tough life, but there 
Is a lot of hard work In It I am in 
good health and hope yon feel as good 
as I do."

Reasons Given By tasters* 


Union For Withdrawal 


From C. L. U.

CRITICISE CENTRAL BOOY 


For Going into Politics at All and For 


Discriminating in the Matter Us* 


ttrs Explain Their Methods 


of Work. 


The action of the Lasters' union Fri- 


day night, in withdrawing from the 
Central Labor union, as reported in tne 
Transcript Saturday, has caused a 
great deal of discussion in labor circles, 
and the lasters are being severely 
criticised by the members of the cen- 
tral body. 


The lasters appointed a committee to 


make public the exact statement of the 
case, which is given below. Members 
of the committee said today that their 
withdrawal was not the result o£ any 
opposition to Mr. Harvie, and that 
they should not oppose him publicly. It 
was the bringing of political matters 
into the meeting of the Central Labor 
union, which is against the principles 
of the lasters. The committee said that 
their union recently returned a box of 
cigars which was sent by one of the 
political candidates, to show that as a 
union they wished to have nothing to 
do with politics. 


The statement of the union follows In 


full: 


"At Ilie regular meeting of the Las- 


ters' union held Friday night it \\as 
unanimously voted to withdraw from 
the Central Labor union, and tor state 
through the press our reason for doing 
so. 


"The argument was started by the 


acceptance of a book from Mr. Harvie, 
and a vote of thanks given for the 
same. This man's record at the state 
house shows that he voted against a 
bill introduced in the interests of the 
shoe workers of Marlboro. The Lasters' 
union, through its delegates protested 
to the C. L. U., but were voted down on 
a motion to return the book, but to 
show that the lasters were right a 
motion was made to reconsider the ac- 
ceptance of the book and was carried. 
After another lengthy debate it was 
voted to keep the book. A motion was 
made at this meeting to publish the 
record of all candidates opposed to or- 
ganized labor. 


At a special meeting held Tuesday 


evening the legislative committeo rt- 
ported on the records of Tolma*. and 
Harvie. 
At this meeting the com- 


mittee reported that Mr. Tolman voted 
against every labor measure that "was 
introduced and recommended not to 
publish the record of. Mr. Harvie. 


In Friday's issue of the Evening 


Herald it was decided that the C. L. U. 
had decided to oppose the election 
of Mr. Tolman, one reason given being 
that he voted against the investigation 
of the Marlboro shoe troubles by a leg- 
islative committee. 


The Lasters union understands that 


Mr. Harvie voted against the same 
measure and the delegates who sup- 
unrted Mr. Harvie and voted against 
the Lasters' in the C, L. U. gave some 
of Mr. Harvie's reasons for 
voting 


against the measure. One of them was 
that Mr. Carey, who introduced the 
measure, did not represent the district 
in which the shoe strike occurred, and 
another that Mr. Carey was a socialist, 
both of which we consider lame excuses 
for no matter what distnct he repre- 
sented or what political party he be- 
longed to, the measure he introduced 
was for the benefit of the shoe workers 
of Massachusetts and should have been 
supported by every man.not opposed to1 
organized labor. 


The Lasters' union protest against 


the censuring of Tolman and the ex- 
oneration of Harvie, as we consider 
one as guilty as the other. 
The constitution of the C. L. U. says 
that politics shall not enter into that 
organization, but the meeting Tuesday 
night was called for the purpose o* dis- 
cussing the records of the 
different 


candidates for state offices, and wheth- 
er that is bringing politics into union 
matters or not we shall leave for the 
public to judge. 


"The Lasters' union endorses no can- 


didates, and allows no dirty politics or 
cheap politicians to override their 
union principles, but we have a choice 
as to who phall stay at home."

Fata! Accident Sunday Atttrnom at 


PitUfield Jnnolion 


Clarence M. Mozenior, 45, an em- 


ploye of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road at the Pittsfleld Junction, had 
both legs severed above the knees by 
an east-bound freight Sunday after- 
noon, and died shortly afterward, at 
the House ofMer.cy, where he had been 
removed. 


Mozenior undertook 
to cross the 


tracks in front of a train when he 
stumbled and before he could regain 
himself the engine had struck him. 
Railroad men nearby were attracted 
by his cries and hastened to his help. 
He was placed in a caboose of a west 
bound freight, taken to Pittsfield depot, 
and taken to the hospital, where the 
mangled limbs were amputated. 


Mozenoir had worked for the railroad 


fifteen years and was a signal man and 
switch light tender. He leaves a wife 
and four children residing at 94 John 
street, Pittsfleld. 


Figures on Light Rainfall 


The rains with which November 


opened have proved most grateful to 
this part of the country, after 10 
months of the dryest weather on record. 
The Springfield Republican has pub- 
lished some carefully collated drought 
returns for that city and the western 
part of the state. An official record is 
kept at the United States armory there, 
showing the amount of rainfall in 
inches for each year since 1848. With 
the exception of 1894 and 1895, both 
years of drought, the first ten months 
of 1899 have had the least rainfall of 
any year since 18G4. 
The dry weather 


this year really begun in April. Since 
that time, up to the first of the present 
month, the precipitation has been 21.09 
inches, against 32.10 inches for 
the 


same months in ISffS, a decrease of 
about thirty-five per cent. The rain- 
fall to date, including the first two 
days of November, has 
been 
35.73 


inches. The rainfall for the whole of 
last year was 51.95 inches, an-1 for 1897 
it was 55.44 inches.

Several of 
the Pickwell children, were in the Ford's 
kitchen; and while young Ford held 
the gun, Miss Carroll, who lives with 
the Pickwell's, and who was present 
at the time, is said to have asked him 
how it worked. He put a bullet in the 
gun, and in some way the gun was dis- 
charged. The boy says he did not in- 
tend to pull the, trigger, while Mies 
Carroll says she thought he meant to 
fire the guni in the room, and that the 
accident was the result of his reckless- 
ness] 


When young Pickwell was shot Ford 


rushed out for Dr. McGrath, and Dr. 
Cavanough was summoned by another 
member of the family. They cared for 
the boy, and then, had him removed to 
his own rooms. Dr. Stafford and Medi- 
cal Examiner Brown were also called 
soon afterwards. 


Ford was arrested on the charge of 


assault with a danggrous weapon, but 
was released on bail. There is noi doubt 
that the shooting was accidental, but In 
view of the serious possibilities, the po- 
lice thought it best to make the charge.
